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Tories 
punish 
parking 
row trio 


THREE councillors have been 
banned from sitting on any of 
their authority’s committees 
after they opposed conten¬ 
tious plans to introduce car 
parking charges in Ely 

At East Cambridgeshire District 
Council's development and trans¬ 
port sub-committee meeting earlier 
this month the controversial propo¬ 
sals were sensationally put on hold. 

Conservatives hoped the scheme 
would have been rubber-stamped but 
a decision was deferred after emo- 
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tional pleas from traders, residents 
and councillors - including fellow 
Conservative members. 

But those pleas from Tory coun¬ 
cillors Mike Rouse, who represents Ely 
North, Elaine Griffin-Singh, who too 
represents Ely North, and Anna Bailey, 
who represents the Downham vill¬ 
ages, now mean they are banned from 
sitting on any of the council’s 
committees.

All three say council leader 
Peter Moakes and deputy 
leader James Palmer have 
told them the ban is “their 
punishment”. 

Cllr Moakes said: “It is true 
as the leaders of the Conserv¬ 
atives, we have decided these 
three members will not be 
allowed to sit on any comm¬ 
ittees. We feel all three of 
them were out of order at the 
meeting as they went against 
their Conservative members. 
It was very disappointing and 
caused major upset. 

“I’m not sure how long 
they will not sit on any of the 
committees for but it will be 
for awhile. 

“This is a matter for these 
three members. It should not 
affect any member of the 
public in any way.” 

Cllr Bailey has described 
the decision as “appalling” 
and says she is being “denied 
her democratic rights”. 

She said: “Cllr Moakes and 
Palmer have told us all this is 


our punishment. 

“Just because we did not 
agree with what our fellow 
members had to say we have 
been shunned. It’s an 
absolutely appalling state of 
affairs. 

“If this is local democracy 
then I honestly don’t think I 
want to be part of that any¬ 
more. This means I will no 
longer be able to have an 
influence on any decisions, 
decisions which affect the 
residents who elected me. 

“I am being denied my 
democratic rights.” 

Cllr Griffin-Singh said: “I 
am not prepared to sit back 
and just agree with people for 
the sake of it. 

“I have to represent the 
people who elect me and I 
think 12,000 signatures on a 
petition against parking char¬ 
ges depicts a clear viewpoint. 
This is not local democracy.” 

The decision means as of 
June, all three councillors will 
only be able to attend full 
council meetings, which are 
three times a year.

Mary, youngest of 
17, scores a century

MARY Oakey was full of 
smiles this week as she cele¬ 
brated her 100th birthday in 
the sunshine.

Angry Pied Piper to 
halt street fundraising 


THE Pied Pier of Ely is 
“sticking to his guns” and will 
no longer fundraise for 
charity. 

The piper, Tony Pearson, 
says he feels “personally 
insulted” after being told he 
must have a licence if he is to 
raise money for the Ely Com¬ 
munity First Responders. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News earlier this month, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council has told Mr Pearson 
the law requires him to apply 
for a licence if collectors are 
to accompany him when 
performing on die streets. 

For years, he has entertain¬ 
ed people in the city while at 
the same time raising money 
for the responders, who 
volunteer their spare time to 
get to the scene of an emer¬ 
gency before paramedics 
arrive. 

Since 2009, he has raised 
almost £4,000 for the charity. 

But Mr Pearson has now 
decided to stop. 

He said: “It’s a sad and a 
tough decision to make but I 
will no longer be collecting 
for charity. 

“I am personally insulted 
that the council say I require 
a licence to perform if col¬ 
lectors are present. 

“The council’s attitude 
stinks and I am sticking to my 
guns. I’m sick of banging my 


head against a brick wall with 
them.” 

Mr Pearson will still per¬ 
form at events such as Ely Eel 
Day and Apple Day and his 
band, Ely Piper’s Noyze will 
still be available for private 
functions and events. 

He said: “I’d like to thank 
everyone who has supported 
my band and I.” 

A spokesperson for the 
district council said: “It is a 
great shame Mr Pearson has 
decided to no longer play his 
music regularly in Ely. 

“We have been working 
closely with the Ely Com¬ 
munity First Responders to 
ensure they had the necess¬ 
ary permits to collect money 
with Mr Pearson throughout 
the rest of the year - 22 in all. 

“These licenses are part of 
national regulations, for 
anyone collecting for charit¬ 
ies has to first register with 
their local authority. 

“There are many reasons 
for this with the most im¬ 
portant being to make sure 
the money you are donating 
is going directly to a worthy 
cause. 

“It is important to stress 
that these permits are free 
and should anyone have any 
queries we are always here to 
provide advice and help to 
complete the required 
forms.”

facqui Baldwin, 43, a solicitor 
from Ely, has a daughter, Eve, 3, 
who was diagnosed with 
epilepsy when she was just 16 
months old. 

During difficult and fright¬ 
ening times, the charity, Epil¬ 
epsy Action, helped support the 
family. 

To give something back, 
facqui is now preparing to run 
the London Marathon on April 
22 . 

She said: “Eve had her first 
seizure when she was at nurs¬ 
ery. We thought it was temp¬ 
erature related, but we took her 
to Addenbrooke’s. 

“She then began having them 
10, 11, 12 times a day and 
through the night and she 
ended up in intensive care. They 
were very vicious when they first 
came about.” 

While Eve was in intensive 
care, facqui saw on the hosp¬ 
ital’s notice board, a nurse had 
completed a marathon to raise 
money for children with 
epilepsy, which inspired her to 
do the same. 

She said: “In fune last year we 
tried to take her off her 
medication, as she was seizure 
free for a year, but it back-fired 
terribly. 

“She lost 85 per cent of her 
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Marathon mum: Jacqui Baldwin with Eve, 3. 
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memory and couldn’t tell you 
what a kettle was. But she was 
so resilient and in six weeks she 
got back most of it. 

“When Eve was at her most 
poorly stage I was emailing the 
charity to ask them questions 
about Eve and it was really 
helpful. 

“Other parents don’t under¬ 
stand so it was really important 
for me to have someone at the 
end of a computer to say ‘this is 


normal’ and share experiences 
with.” 

Eve is now on medication 
and her epilepsy does not affect 
her from day to day. 

facqui added: “She is such a 
strong little girl in body and in 
mind. She is wilful and affect¬ 
ionate and just absolutely 
lovely.”

Hazardous waste 
plan gets go-ahead 


HAZARDOUS waste 
will now be processed 
at a quarry - despite 
fears on the effects it 
could have on water¬ 
ways and wildlife. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has given bosses at 
Mick George Ltd permission 
to import and process 
hazardous waste at Mepal 
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Quarry in Block Fen Drove. 

The decision will mean 
soils containing hazardous 
materials delivered to the 
quarry from construction 
sites across the region. 

Once there, the soils will 
be washed and filtered for 
the hazardous materials to 
then be transported away 
to Northamptonshire. 

A planning report shows 
that numerous concerns 
had been raised by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council and parish coun¬ 
cils but that the majority of 
those had withdrawn their 
objections following a 
meeting with the company, 
the county council and the 
Environment Agency 

However, eight letters of 
objection were still sent to 
the county council from 
residents and members of 
the Mepal Fly Fishing Club. 


Numerous concerns 
were raised, including the 
risk of hazardous waste 
spillages onto roads and 
into waterways, and the 
effects that could have on 
wildlife and crops. 

People were also worried 
about the impact the op¬ 
erations could have on 
Mepal Outdoor Centre and 
the increase in HGV traffic 
in the area. 

However, David Atkin¬ 
son, minerals and waste 
planning manager for the 
county council, is assuring 
people there is nothing to 
worry about. 

He said: “The term haz¬ 
ardous waste automatically 
rings alarm bells in people’s 
heads but this is simply 
contaminated soils from 
construction sites and 
demolition sites. 

“The soils will be de¬ 
livered to the quarry, where 
they will be washed and 
filtered. 

“Any gravel and stones 


will be removed and re¬ 
cycled and the residue will 
then be transported off to 
the nearest hazardous 
landfill site, which is in 
Northamptonshire. 

“There were some con¬ 
cerns about this applica¬ 
tion but having met with 
the county council, Mick 
George himself and the 
Environment Agency, those 
organisations have with¬ 
drawn their objections. 

“There is nothing for 
people to worry about 
here.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Natural England added: 
“This application is in close 
proximity to the Ouse 
Washes Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI). 

“However, given the 
nature and scale of this 
proposal, Natural England 
raises no objection to the 
proposal being carried out 
according to the terms and 
conditions of the 
application.”

Hoop race comes 
round again... 


STUDENTS at the King’s School Ely took part in 
one of the school’s most fiercely contested 
events of the year on Saturday - the annual 
hoop trundle. 

The King’s and Queen’s Scholars donned 
their scarlet gowns and grabbed their 
traditional wooden hoops before taking to the 
starting line. 

The race, which involves bowling the hoops 
as they run along, was held outdoors at the 
east end of Ely Cathedral. 

Up until last year, it was held inside the 
cathedral precinct. 

Four heats were held, culminating in two 
finals for the scholars, all sixth-form students, 
while fellow pupils and staff cheered them on. 

The trundle commemorates the re-founding 
of the school by Henry VIII in 1541. He gave 
the school its first royal charter and 
established the 12 King’s Scholars - all boys. 

One of the privileges he allowed them was 
to play games, including the bowling of hoops, 
in the cathedral precincts. 

In 1970, the school admitted girls for the 
first time, and three years later the King’s 
Scholars were joined by the female Queen’s 
Scholars at the request of Queen Elizabeth 
during her visit to the school in 1973.

Disappointed 
rail customer 
stole a car 

A DRUG user who stole a car 
because he couldn’t get a 
train to where he wanted to 
go has been jailed. 

Michael King, of West Fen 
Road, Ely, was given a 12- 
week sentence when he ap¬ 
peared at Cambridge Magis¬ 
trates’ Court. 

Delia Matthews, prosecu¬ 
ting, said the 32-year-old 
took a Suzuki Swift from Ely 
railway station on January 27 
this year. 

She said: “He said he took 
it because he wasn’t able to 
get a train to where he 
wanted to go.” 

The car was later recover¬ 
ed but there was damage to 
the window, the steering lock 
and the ignition barrel. 

King, who was already 
behind bars for shoplifting, 
also pleaded guilty to driving 
the Swift without a licence, 
and to theft of tyre repair 
foam from Budgens in Bur- 
well on February 12. 

A further theft from Budg¬ 
ens in January was taken into 
consideration. 

Chris Casey, mitigating, 
said King had stolen the 
goods from Budgens to sell 
for drugs but added his client 
- an addict for 14 years - now 
wanted to get off drugs. 

Chairman of the bench 
Hamish Ross also put three 
points on King’s driving 
licence. 


A CARELESS driver is 
temporarily in a 
wheelchair after he 
misjudged overtaking 
a tractor, a court 
heard. 

Metal worker Kevin 
Sizer, of Queens Road, 
Littleport, pleaded guilty to 
driving his Ford Focus 
along the A10 near Clutter¬ 
ing without due care and 
attention at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday. 

Sizer’s actions resulted in 
a head-on collision be¬ 
tween his car and a Nissan 
Almera at about 9.30pm on 
September 22 last year. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said Sizer, 52, had over¬ 
taken a line of cars but pul¬ 
led in behind a tractor. 

He said: “He then pulled 
out to overtake the tractor, 
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straight into the path of an 
vehicle driven by a retired 
gentleman with a passen¬ 
ger, who could do nothing 
to avoid the collision.” 

He said the cars were 
travelling between 55 and 
60mph and despite imm¬ 
ediate breaking, the crash 
was “unavoidable”, 

“Very serious” injuries 
were suffered by the driver 
of the Nissan - including a 
fractured sternum - and 
his passenger fractured her 
sternum, ribs, elbow, punc¬ 
tured a lung and broke a 
tooth. 

Sizer, unrepresented in 
court, said he also suffered 
serious injuries including a 
broken femur and hip and 
had since been in a wheel¬ 


chair and off work. 

He said he saw the trac¬ 
tor pulling a trailer with a 
yellow light and made a 
manoeuvre to overtake it 
behind another car. 

Sizer said: “I was sudd¬ 
enly confronted with the 
lights of a car. It was ob¬ 
viously a lapse of judge¬ 
ment on my part.” 

He said he had been 
driving for 27 years, had a 
clean licence and this was 
his first accident. 

Sentencing him, presi¬ 
ding magistrates Rosie 
Spencer said: “This was a 
really unfortunate action 
with terrible consequences 
for you and the people in 
the other vehicle” 

Sizer was given eight 
penalty points on his driv¬ 
ing licence, fined £100 and 
ordered to pay £70 costs 
and £15 victim surcharge.

Parking charge 
plans fall short 

Sir, Since the decision of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
development and transport sub¬ 
committee to defer the car parking 
orders which would have seen the 
introduction of charges for off-street 
parking in Ely, there have been many 
letters and articles in the media about 
the subject. 

I now feel it is right to express my 
thoughts on how the council should 
move forward on this important 
subject. I have taken on board all 
those views expressed at the 
committee meeting and clearly see 
the opportunity to reassess the 
council’s position and options. Whilst 
I believe that a significant majority of 
the councillors still support the 
original proposals for charging, I am 
now convinced the proposals fall 
short of addressing the needs and 
demands of our city. 

The proposals lacked a coherent 
strategy to deal with on-street 
enforcement and therefore did not 
address the concerns of residents 
such as in Dovehouse Close who 
battle every day with inconsiderate 
and illegal parking. The plans also did 
not provide these residents the 
opportunity to purchase permits to 
allow them park on street and most 
importantly we did not address the 
need to ensure a regular turnover in 
our car parks to achieve a steady flow 
of shoppers and visitors to our local 
retail businesses. 

Nevertheless, we should remember 
that the provision of car parking is a 
cost to every single household in the 
district, an area stretching from 
Dullingham to Littleport to Sutton. 

A good majority of these council tax 
payers do not use or rarely use this 
service and I have not heard any 
arguments to assert that this is fair 
and equitable. 

In addition, it is also worth noting 
commuters who use the Angel Drove 
car park and local companies through 
the business permit scheme, already 
have to pay to park in Ely. In the 
instance of commuters, this is more 
than £500 per year. 

My first duty as leader of the district 
council is to protect statutory services 
such as refuse collection, housing and 
public health. To do this I must 
produce a balanced budget to meet 
the needs of all our residents. This is 
not an option - it is a necessity which 
means we cannot afford to continue 
to take over £1/4 million a year out of 
reserves to fund car parking despite 
what you have heard from others. 

You know from your own household 
budgets that funding your daily 
expenses through either credit or 
savings is just building a problem up 
for the future. As we have seen in the 
national economy, it is simply not a 
sustainable option. It should not be 
forgotten that after years of cuts to 
our central Government funding, 
efficiency savings and redundancies, 
we are a very lean authority with very 
little left to trim. 

This means we must think hard about 
the next steps we take and look at all 
the options related to car parking in 
Ely. If we are to have a truly open and 
honest discussion, we must do so in a 
climate where all sides approach the 
issue with open minds - free from the 
entrenched attitudes of the past. 

If we cannot work together to develop 
workable solutions, we will be storing 
up significant problems for the future 


of our whole district - creating 
challenges which will test the resolve 
of us all.

Axing park and 
ride shortsighted 

Sir, When Ely had a park-and-ride 
service it was quite possible to drive 
into the city and visit the centre 
without ever being aware that such 
a thing existed (Residents in plea 
over park and ride, Weekly News, 
March 22). 

It is hardly surprising that it was 
under used - it must have been one 
of the most poorly advertised 
public services ever. 

With rural bus services being 
reduced, concerns about parking, 
and increased congestion resulting 
from the new Sainsbury’s, a park- 
and-ride service is more necessary 
than ever. At the very least there 
should be a service 8am-6pm on 
Saturdays and Thursdays. 

Ideally, there should be sites on all 
the main access roads. By all means 
make a small charge as has been 
suggested (it works in Cambridge). 

It was short-sighted to axe it on 
purely financial grounds, and not 
having the service is undoubtedly 
harming trade in Ely. 

The shuttle service mentioned by 
Cllr Moakes might well prove 
beneficial but it is unlikely to be 
used by those who used to take 
advantage of the park-and-ride, i.e. 
those from outlying villages and 
neighbouring towns. 

As well as the service being well 
signed, shopkeepers and traders in 
Ely should be helped to advertise it. 
If the district council is serious 
about helping Ely to prosper 
without increasing traffic density 
and pollution, then it must 
seriously consider re-instating the 
park-and-ride service and 
improving it.

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Council takes 
action over 
cafe seating 


NEW rules have been introduced 
in a bid to tackle “obstructive” 
outdoor seating areas in Ely. 

Last summer, many of the city’s cafes 
and eateries came under fire for the 
number of tables and chairs they had out 
the front of their premises and the way in 
which they were arranged. 

Pedestrians complained to the City of 
Ely Council and the Weekly News that 
many of the outdoor seating arrange¬ 
ments were clogging the city’s streets and 
forcing people to step into the road, with 
Market Street, the Market Place and High 
Street attracting most of the complaints. 

Businesses will now be forced to apply 
for a permit if they want to have outdoor 
seating. The permits will cost £315 each 
and will limit the amount of space each 
premises can have, depending on its 
location. 

Business owners will then have to fork 
out £100 every two years in order to keep 
their permits. 

Ely mayor, Cllr fohn Yates, insists cafes’ 
outdoor seating areas need to be 
restricted and monitored in the city. 

He said: “I think it’s fair to say that 
some cafes and restaurants really took 
advantage of the situation last summer. 

“Some had a nice little number of 
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tables and chairs outside which did not 
obstruct footpaths, whereas some had far 
too many. 

“Effectively, they were trying to 
increase the amount of floor space they 
had without having to pay the extra costs. 

“Now businesses will have to apply for 
a permit and there will be strict 
limitations to them.” 

Ely resident Jeannette Peters has 
welcomed the news. She said: “I think it’s 
fair to say that some of the cafes in the 
city centre got greedy last year. 

“Small outdoor seating areas soon grew 
and grew, and many were almost as big as 
the amount of seating the businesses’ 
had inside. 

“Yes, it’s nice for people to be able to sit 
outside in the sunshine but it’s not on for 
the streets to be clogged up and for 
people to have to step into the streets to 
avoid the tables.” 

Cllr Yates said that Cambridgeshire 
County Council will be legally respon¬ 
sible for the permits and that the city 
council will act as their agents, 
monitoring and implementing the 
permits.

Action call on 
street drinkers 


POLICE are to strengthen their 
efforts to tackle anti-social be¬ 
haviour in the grounds of Ely 
Cathedral. 

Frustrated residents say the activities of 
gangs of drinkers are getting worse in the 
Cathedral Green, Cross Green and Palace 
Green areas. 

In 2010, orders limiting alcohol use 
were imposed in the cathedral grounds in 
a bid to stop drinkers causing a nuisance. 

But Ely people say that the groups are 
continuing to intimidate locals and 
visitors to the city. Now they are demand¬ 
ing a greater police presence and stricter 
action. 

Dorothy Matthewson, of Back Hill, Ely, 
said: “I used to walk around Palace Green 
regularly but now I completely avoid the 
area, and I know I’m not the only one. 

“Whatever the time of day there are 
always large groups of people sitting on 
the benches and on the grass, often with 
dogs, and with cans and bottles in their 
hands. They are loud, they are often 
abusive and they are intimidating. 

“Our cathedral is what makes Ely and 
attracts thousands of visitors every year. If 
police and other agencies don’t sort this 
soon then I honestly think people will 
soon stop coming.” 

Another resident, who did not want to

be named, said: “We need a greater police 
presence in the cathedral grounds - that’s 
the only way it’s going to stop. 

“There might be signs up alerting 
people about the special orders but that 
isn’t stopping these people from ruining 
things for those who want to enjoy the 
cathedral.” 

The orders do not prevent sociable 
drinking, such as at public events or 
picnics, but people drinking alcohol and 
causing public disorder are subject to 
punishment. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire Police 
said: “We’ll be redoubling our efforts to 
engage with both cathedral management 
and with local residents to let them know 
what we’re doing and how to report anti¬ 
social behaviour to us. 

“There is a designated public places 
order covering the area which gives us the 
power to challenge anyone acting in an 
anti-social manner and drinking alcohol. 

“We can confiscate their alcohol and 
arrest them if they refuse to hand the 
alcohol over. Anyone who acts in an anti¬ 
social manner or is intimidating will be 
challenged.”

New bid to save 
community bus

DISCUSSIONS are 
underway to try and 
safeguard the future 
of a vital commu¬ 
nity bus service. 

Just weeks after Tories 
at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council pulled 
the plug on funding for 
Ely Soham Dial-a-Ride, 
Conservative leader, 
Peter Moakes, and dep¬ 
uty leader, James Palmer, 
have met with bosses at 
the charity 

Cllr Moakes said he 
does not want to “see 
Dial-a-Ride suffer” and he 
is hopeful they will “work 
something out”. 

Earlier this month, 
Conservatives voted to 
axe the charity’s annual 
grant of £16,800 for 
2012/13 - despite pleas 
from Lib Dems who want¬ 
ed the council to hand out 
£10,000 from the council’s 
‘surplus savings reserve’. 

Last year, the district 
council also scrapped the 
grant but the county 
council came forward 



with £12,000 worth of 
funding enabling Dial-a- 
Ride to continue with its 
services. 

However Fred Lang¬ 
ford, the charity’s general 
manager, said the county 
council had already con¬ 
firmed it could not afford 
to do the same this year. 

Mr Langford feared the 
cuts would leave elderly, 
frail, disabled and vul¬ 
nerable residents across 
the Ely area isolated. 

But Cllr Moakes said: 
“We are now in talks with 
Mr Langford and have 
had meetings with him. 

“Nobody wants to see 
Dial-a-Ride suffer. They 
do an incredibly good job 
in the area and we want 
to build up a relationship 


with them. 

“We do not know exact¬ 
ly what we can do to help 
them at the moment but 
we are hopeful we can 
work something out so 
they do not have to make 
any cuts to services.” 

Cllr Ian Allen, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire’s 
Lib Dems said he would 
support any help Dial-a- 
Ride could be given. 

He said: “The Lib Dems 
have voiced their support 
for the charity loud and 
clear and we would throw 
our weight behind any 
support they can be 
given. It’s just a shame 
the Conservatives have 
decided to support Dial-a- 
Ride at the last minute. 

“They need all the help 
they can get. Without 
Dial-a-Ride, hundreds of 
vulnerable people would 
be housebound.” 

Mr Langford confirm¬ 
ed a meeting was held 
with Cllr Moakes and 
Cllr Palmer and said he 
was “hopeful the future 
looked bright”. 

He added: “We are 
grateful the council is 
now showing us more 
support.”

Dental disease is very 
common in cats and 
dogs. After the age of 
three years, about seven 
out of 10 pets have some 
kind of dental disease. 
Plaque builds up on the 
teeth which hardens to 
form tartar (yellowish/ 
brown hard deposit on 
the teeth), which if left 
can lead to infection 
around the gums and 
tooth roots.

THE father of murdered school¬ 
girl Holly Wells will mn the Lon¬ 
don Marathon in tribute to his 
daughter, and to raise money for 
a charity helping grief-stricken 
families. 

Kevin Wells will team up with 
friend Rob Wright to battle round 
the capital on April 22. 

Holly, who would have been 21 
this year, and friend Jessica Chap¬ 
man were killed by school 
caretaker Ian Huntley. The 10-year- 
olds, both wearing Manchester 
United shirts, vanished after 
leaving a family barbecue at the 
Wells house in Soham, in August 
2002. 

In 2003, Huntley was jailed for 
life. Towards the end of the trial Mr 
Wells and wife Nicola became 
aware of a charity called Grief 
Encounter, being set up with the 
aim of supporting families whose 
loved ones had died, especially 
young people who had lost a 
sibling. 

Mr Wells, 48, who mns a window 
cleaning business, agreed to 
become founding patron. 

He said: “We have met some 
^ extraordinary people through 
Grief Encounter. There are awful 
cases the counsellors have 
worked with, heart-rending stuff, 
and the charity’s services are 
oversubscribed. I want to do more 
to help. 

“Not only is this year the 10th 
anniversary of Holly, it’s also 
Olympic year, and I realised it was 
a great opportunity to trumpet the 
charity, and do something positive 
to mark the anniversary.” 

The Wells family home is named 
Holly House. In the lounge is the 
photo of Holly and Jessica in foot¬ 
ball strips that became famous 
worldwide. 

Mr Wells said: “I don’t want to 
talk about what it has been like the 
past 10 years, not now. I want to 
keep things focused on the run 
and the charity.” 

Father-of-two Mr Wright, 38, a 
heating engineer from Dul- 
lingham, said: “I’ve not done a 
marathon before, but it’s such a 
good cause.”

Glass attack man 
starts prison term 


A CARPENTER who 
glassed a man celebrating 
his birthday has been 
jailed for 10 months. 

Jamie Leonard glassed the man 
in the face in the Red Lion pub, 
Soham, after the victim blew 
smoke in his face, ruffled his hair 
and slapped him, Cambridge 
Crown Court heard. 

Leonard, of Meadow Close, Ely, 
pleaded guilty to grievous bodily 
harm and was sentenced at court 
on March 22. 

Robin Miric, prosecuting, said 
victim Samuel French was known 
to Leonard, 25, and the two “did 
not entirely get along”. 

The court heard how Leonard 
accidentally knocked Mr French’s 
drink over and offered to buy him

another. Later that evening, on 
September 20 last year, Mr French 
blew smoke in Leonard’s face, was 
“winding him up” and there was 
“unwelcome contact”, it was said. 

Mr Miric said: “He [Leonard] 
pushed a pint glass into Mr 
French’s face which hit him in the 
chin, nose and other areas.” 

He suffered 25 stitches in nine 
different areas of his face, which 
led to minor scaring. 

In mitigation, Charles Myatt 
said father-of-one Leonard 
already had the glass in his hand 
when he punched the victim and 
did not specifically pick it up to 
use as a weapon. 

He said: “He was in the pub 


drinking. The action of assault 
was spur of the moment and a 
reaction to the circumstances. Mr 
French provoked this assault.” 

Mr Myatt said Leonard, who is a 
self-employed carpenter, had 
experienced an “unfortunate 
coming together of events in his 
personal life of significant 
emotional trouble”. 

He said Leonard went to the 
pub to get out of the house in a 
bid to “stave off the troubles in his 
life” but since the assault has not 
been drinking and has taken all 
steps necessary to remove himself 
from that environment. 

Mr Myatt added: “He is not a 
bad young man, who works hard 
and has the offer of full-time 
employment. It was a momentary 
loss of self control on this night.”

Landlord is under fire 
over damp-hit house 


A FRUSTRATED dad claims he 
and his teenage children are 
being made ill by the 
“dreadful” damp and mould in 
their home. 

Roland Clack, 46, has lived at his 
Sanctuary Housing-owned house in 
Littleport for 15 years. 

But he says in the last 18 months he 
and his children, Laura, 19, and 17- 
year-old Luke, have been experiencing 
issues with damp and mould in their 
home. 

Mr Clack says surveyors visited their 
home last year and that in September, 
Sanctuary confirmed the property’s 
roof needed replacing “urgently” as it 
was causing water to leak into some of 
the rooms. But six months on, no 
work has been carried out at the 
Hempfield Place property. 

Sanctuary bosses insist that there is 
“no evidence of penetrating damp” at 
the home and that the property is not 
being ventilated and heated properly. 

But Mr Clack, who works for Travis 
Perkins, disagrees and is demanding 
that his roof is replaced. 

He said: “Our house is well 
ventilated and heated properly. The 
window vents are always open and the 
windows are opened whenever they

can be. Obviously they can’t be open 
all the time for security reasons. 

“In September, Sanctuary said that 
my roof needed urgently replacing as 
water was leaking in whenever it 
rained. If no work has been carried 
out, how can it all suddenly be fine? 

“The damp and mould is affecting 
my son’s bedroom and my daughter’s 
bedroom. We have all had bad chesty 
coughs recently and my daughter is 
having breathing difficulties. 

“I am confident that the mould is 
causing it. No matter how much we 
clean it or ventilate the house, it just 
comes back. It’s dreadful.” 

A spokesman for Sanctuary con¬ 
firmed that independent surveyors 
visited the family home after Mr Clack 
contacted them. 

But he said: “They found no 
evidence of penetrating damp and 
assessed the mould was due to 
condensation rather a defect with the 
property. 

“We have advised Mr Clack on how 
to better ventilate and heat his home 
to prevent this from happening in the 
future.”

Rattigan's Brown study 


S ARA Crowe and James Wilby 
star in Terence Rattigan’s 
rediscovered gem, Less Than 
Kind - a play about family 
relationships which sparkles with 
classic Rattigan wit and wisdom. 

The play was revived last year as part of 
Rattigan’s centenary celebrations, enjoying 
a successful run at the Jermyn Street 
Theatre in London. 

The original 1944 play was extensively 
rewritten for Alfred Lunt and Lynn 
Fontanne with the title Love in Idleness and 
O Mistress Mine in the US. Since its 
rediscovery it has been published in a new 
Rattigan collection by Nick Hem. 

The play follows the Brown family, 
delving into the complex relationships 
between mothers and sons and the effects of 
time and change. 

Michael Brown has just returned from 
five years’ evacuation in Canada: an 
idealistic socialist, he is horrified to 
discover that his widowed mother, Olivia, is 
now living with Sir John Fletcher, married 
Tory MP and industrialist. The action 
centres on Olivia’s anguish as she is torn 
between her love for her son and for her 
new flame. 

Rattigan wrote 25 stage plays, plus 
numerous one-act plays, radio, television 
and film scripts which are still performed 
extensively worldwide. These include The 
Browning Version, The Winslow Boy (both of 
which played to great acclaim in Cambridge 
in 2009) and Separate Tables. His films also 
included The Prince and the Showgirl , 
which was the picture Lawrence Olivier 
attempted to shoot with Marilyn Monroe, as 
seen in the recent film, My Week with 
Marilyn.

Set in a small bar in an isolated Irish 
backwater, near Sligo, the publican 
and his two regulars await the arrival 
of Finbar, local-boy-made-good, 
who is bringing with him an 
attractive young woman, Valerie, 
who has moved into the area.

It's a Chelsea first for Swift 


F OR a man making his 
debut at the illustrious 
Chelsea Flower Show 
this year, TV gardener Joe 
Swift seems remarkably 
relaxed, even though advice 
is being thrown at him from 
all directions. 

“Titchmarsh has been asking me 
for years when I was going to do a 
garden. Andy Sturgeon (a Chelsea 
gold medal winner and competitor 
at this year’s event), who’s a good 
friend of mine, has given me some 
good advice about the approach and 
organising yourself, how to deal 
with things on site and how to keep 
focused, because there are a lot of 
distractions.” 

He hasn’t so far encountered any 
of the feuding which can come with 
such a competitive show. 

Remember the bitter row a few 
years ago between Sturgeon and 
rival Diarmuid Gavin, who accused 
him of plagiarism? Or the time 
when Gavin fell out with 
Gardeners ’ Question Time panellist 
Bunny Guinness over the height of a 
wall? 

Swift remains unperturbed, 
although he is aware of the high 
level of competition which will 
ensue as the event draws nearer. 

“My landscaper said ‘the closer 
you get to the show, the more 
competitive others become’. But 
everyone's been unbelievably

supportive.” 

It has taken a year for his 
Homebase Teenage Cancer Trust 
garden to come to fruition. The 
inspiration for it comes from his 
vision of combining natural 
elements with city living. 

“Living in a city, you notice 
beautiful natural materials and are 
physically drawn to them. I have 
boulders, a huge wooden frame and 
running water in the show garden. 

“The idea is to connect the city 
and suburban dweller to those 
natural materials that might not be 
so prevalent in the city, where you 
get a lot of concrete and tarmac and 
other hard elements. 

“It’s incredibly relevant. City¬ 
cooling in the summer and creating 
more green space in the city is 
extremely important. 

“In a city space you want to keep 
the focus within the garden because 
you don't have the rolling hills 
beyond to tie in the extended 
landscape. 

“It’s all about creating key views 
within a garden, and you can do that 


in a small garden by placing key 
sculpture, plants and water here and 
there. 

“People need to think big in a 
small space. Don’t put loads of little 
things in a small garden. Put one or 
two big things in there to make a 
real impact.” 

Plants in his show garden will 
include trees such as stemmed 
Cornus Mas and Prunus ‘Amber 
Beauty’ alongside a London plane 
tree, all selected for their sculptural 
forms and the interesting colour and 
texture of their bark. 

He wants the garden to be 
aspirational, but recognises that 
visitors may want to take some 
aspect of the garden home with 
them. 

With this in mind, Homebase has 
launched The Chelsea Collection, a 
range of plants inspired by Swift’s 
design. 

“It’s important to be able to take 
elements of Chelsea home with you 
but it is the catwalk of design. Very 
few people are going to create a 
garden that’s on the level of Chelsea 
but I think there are loads of ideas 
for planting areas and ways of using 
sculpture and furniture that people 
should be inspired by.” 

Oranges, acid yellows, 
burgundies and rust-coloured 
flowers combine to create a warm 
colour palette in his garden. 

Many are currently under glass 
and will be in and out of the 
greenhouse on a daily basis to 


ensure they are perfect for May. 

Iris, geums, potentillas, roses, 
libertia and grevilleas all feature, 
some of which can be easily grown 
in this country. 

“There has to be an element of 
sustainability but some of these 
plants aren’t hardy,” he admits. 

“But it is a climate change garden 
to a degree. Four cedarwood frames 
will be coming from Germany, 
while the stone, boulders, walling 
and gravel mulch are from Yorkshire 
and the perennials are British 
grown.” 

The RHS has extremely high 
criteria of entry, demanding details 
of design, landscaping, material 
sourcing and budget. 

“It’s interesting being on the 
other side of the ropes,” he says. 

“The scariest thing for me is 
getting my planting right. I feel 
quite confident about the garden 
design. There’s a lot of hard 
structure and it’s trying to 
counterbalance that with some 
really lovely, original planting.” 

He says he’s not too worried 
about being awarded any medals. 

“It's not like I've got two or three 
Chelsea golds in the past so there's 
not something to live up to. I just 
want to build a garden I’m happy 
with. A medal isn't the most 
important thing to me.”
